A very thrilling and poignant 
situation, in connection with the 
Irish outbreak, is created by the fact 
that our Men'B Shelter in Dublin 
was in the very midst ot theheart- 
district of the disturbance— in the 
very hub of the cyclone 

As a matter of fact, this historic 
house of ours is in the same street 
as Jacob's factor)', one of the build- 
ings around which centred some ot 
the sternest episodes of the sanguin- 
ary struggle. Knowing this, it will 
be understood how great was llie 
General's anxiety both as to this 
A r my Institution and also the orners 
which, in the Irish capital, are 
charged with the well-being or the 
poor and the uplifting of the sinning 
and unfortunate— an anxiety, let it 
be said, which was especially shared 
by the Chief of Hie Staff and the 
heads of our Social Work, including 
Colonel Laurie, Governor of the 
Men's City Colony. 

As it was impossible, during the 
week of terror, which happily. is now 
s thing of the past, to.get either into 
communication with or hear -any- 
thing from our comrades in the IK- 
Icagured city, Colonel Laurie in- 
structed Major L?rd by the tele- 
graph to the North of Ireland, 
which was available, to at or.ee pro- 
ceed from Belfast to Dnblm, and 
spare no effort to ascertain the 

actual state of things. 

This, aided by much and appre- 
ciated kindness on the part of some 
of the high officials, the Major was 
enabled to do, and to the great joy 
and satisfaction of all concerned, 
found our Officers there JO .only 
safe and well, and the buildings 
practically intact, but also, like the 
devoted Salvationists they are, up- 
holding The Army Standard by 
ministering to the starves women 
and children temporal sustenance, 
and that sympathy and help which 
makes such aid doubly valuable. 

Adjutant Thompson, who is in 
charge of the Shelter, together with 
his wife (they have two little chil- 
dren), had been and were particu- 
larly busy in this splendid work ol 
relief They had immediately per- 
ceived the need, and quickly acted. 
Not only had the women an-l their 
little ones been gathered in' o the 
Shelter, but the schoolroom adjoin- 
ing had been secured by the Adju- 
tant and turned to the same excel- 
lent aecount- This welcome news 
Maj'or Lord was ultimately able to 
convey to London, where it evoked 
feelings of deep gratitude to God 
Subsequently the Major, subject 
to the wishes of Headquarters, re- 
turned to Dublin and, with the per- 
mission of the military authorities, 
procured a supply of provisions and 
got them promptly Scut down at 
the same lime as those provided by 
the powers now controlling the 

It is gratifying to learn that the 
Slum Officers, also, who aru con- 
stantly operating in the slums which 
lie behind -the famous, Sackvrtle 
Street, have come through the or- 
deal unscathed. They have won. 
honours, indeed, hy their brave suc- 
couring of the poor souls in need 
of it. , ~

He van- 
quished death ; but that is some- 
times an easy mailer compared with 
conquering temptation. Many men 
who can look death in the flee, and 
never flinch, go down, again -and 
again, into the mire of the most de- 
grading sins, because they cannot 
endure when templed by the devil. 
Hut our Lord met the Tempter face 
to face, and triumphed. 
A Real Conflict 
Our Lord's trial was a real temp- 
tation. It was not a mere passing 
lefore His mind of words or forms 
or visions of evil. It was a real, 
hard, cruel conflict, in which He— 
the man, with the body and mind 
and soul of a man— had to struggle 
and wrestle, to resist, to fight, in the 
same way that wc, His followers, 
must, if we are to overcome.

Christ did not tempt Himself. It 
was the devil's insinuation and sug- 
gestion, the horrible solicitation to 
do wrong, that made the agony and 
the conflict. Jesus treats the devil 
as the tempter all the way through. 
He calls him Satan. It is one of the 
strong advantages that Jesus had in 
the conflict, that He recognised His 
enemy. It will he i great strength to 
you to attribute to the devil at once 
the temptations which assail you. 

When the evil thought comes to 
you say to yourself. "That is the 
devil." Do not on any account listen 
to the twaddle which would make it 
appear that evil is nothing but an 
inflncnce around you— a sort of dis- 
agreeable gas ! It may be an influ- 
ence, perhaps, but it proceeds direct 
from the old serpent, the devil! 

When vou listen to the suggestions 
of evil "you arc really listening to 
him; when you yield to that influ- 
ence you arc yielding to the great 
destroyer himself.

"Except the news films — illustrat- 
ed Current ' events— nearly every 
picture was of the .'unhealthy' type. 
On the whole, the desire of those 
responsible for Ihe films appears to 
be to appeal to the emotions. Wo- 
men torn by. anguish appear very 
frequently. Crime figures promin- 
ently and the evil-doer is not always 
brought, to justice. The so-eallcd 
[funny pictures arc inane and vulgar. 

"In . . . one mother is seen about 
!io throw, her dead child into tbe 
water, and another mother -is shown 
deserting her offspring; a woman in 
riiffht attire is seen leaping from her 
bed; a father curses his daughter, 
a woman is seen in death agonies in 
bed;' and -there is a death-bed con- 
fession of deceit. There was noth- 
ing instructive and no moral. 

"No. father desiring to train his 
'child in the" way it should go would 
take it to fKe pictures seen at the 
houses visited, and the only con- 
•ttusion one can draw is that they 
arc demoralizing to.cbildren and to 
many who arc growii up.

Then we were marched on to the 
bath=. In vain I protested that 1 
had had a thorough cleansing only 
the night before; into the tub I had 
to go. It was an indispensable part 
of the prisou routine, and could not 
be omitted under any circumstances. 
On emerging I had to don the 
prison outfit, all the garments of 
whieh were adorned with very con- 
spicuous broad arrows. Then a 
round label was attached to me, with 
a number on it, and I was told that 
I X?Z$ on no account to remove it 
from my coat. 

Next i was marched, with a num- 
ber of others, down a succession of 
long corridors, and finally thrust 
into a cell The door was banged to 
snd I was left alone with my reflec- 
tions. They were not of the pica- 
gantest, I can assure you. Thc pros- 
pects of having to spend a whole 
nontb in that gloomy place and un- 
der suck strict discipline made me 
feci savage. I felt also that I had 
been unjustly imprisoned; that I 
had been punished rigorously lor a 
mere trifle.

LACQUERED '■- ARTICLES ' 

To save domestic 'labour is a 
very obvions war economy. There- 
fore, instead of cleaning brass and 
other bright things about the house, 
just lacquer them. 

The method employed is to secure 
two tins, one of which is smaller 
than the other. Punch a number of 
half-inch holes in the bottom. and 
sides of the smaller tin. Into the 
larger one is poured a mixture of 
one part cheap varnish and one or 
two parts denatured alcohol The 
aitick* ore then placed in the per- 
forated receptacle and immersed in 
the preparation. Immediately with- 
drawn, they are placed on a drain- 
ing screen for fifteen minutes, when 
they are ready for use.

The tilling of French fields, re- 
cently the scenes of battles, has 
proven so dangerous a task because 
of numerous unexplodcd shells 
found in the soil, that a French 
professor has devised an instrument 
by means of .which shells or frag- 
ments may be detected even though 
imbedded in the soil as deep as six- 
teen inches. 

This instrument Is an adaptation 
of the induction balance and con- 
sists essentially of a bamboo rod, at 
the end of which is a wooden cross 
arm which supports at- either end a 
coil having a primary and second- 
ary winding. These coils are car- 
ried over the battle field by an at- 
tendant who holds them close to 
the earth. 

He is followed up by an observer 
wearing a head receiver, simitar to 
those worn by telephone operators. 
This is connected with the coils by 
wires. Other parti of the observ- 
er's apparatus are a dry-cell battery, 
condenser, and interrupter, etc. 
When the coils come close to an 
iron or.steel object a buzzing sound 
13 produced in the' receiver. Ex- 
perienced men can differentiate be- 
tween sounds produced by shells 
and by fragments; their depth also 
can be cacutated. It takes a little 
over an hour to explore an acre.
